DETECTED IN INTRIGUE WITH HIS STEP-DAUGHTER, 
FRENCH STATESMAN IS FORCED TO KILL HIMSELF

ARIS, January 1!4.—M. Boucard,

mystery of the late M. Syveton’s death. 
paid a surprise visit to the flat occupied 
by Major Noilhan, Mme. Syveton’s coun- 
sel. 

In connection with the case a curious 
and startling discovery was ngade by the 
assistant chief of the detective depart- 
ment when he searched M. Menard’s 
fiat, Opening a safe he found two phials, 
one containing morphine and the other 
an equally deadly potassium poison. 
There were also two documents, M. 
Menard’s will, and a letter addressed 
by M. Menard to the local police magis- 
trate informing him ‘that he had commit- 
ted suicida 

M. Menard explained that the morphine 
had been prescribed for his wife during 
her recent illness, and as to the potas- 
sium, said: “I candidly admit I bought it 
some time ago with the deliberate inten- 
tion of committing suicide, I was so 
horrified at the revelation of my father 
in law’s conduct towards his step- 
daughter, my wife, and so disgusted with 
myself for marrying into such a family, 
that I resolved to kill myself.’ 

M. Menard said that he altered his 
mind, and determined to hound M. Syve- 
ton out of the country. 

The generally accepted theory now is 
that Mr. Syveton, fearing that his illicit 
relations with his stepdaughter would 
be made public, killed himself at the 
euggestion of his wife and his step- 
daughter’s husband. 

In view of the scandal which has arisen 
in connection with the mysterious death 
of the late deputy, M. Syveton, and of 
the various insinuations which are be- 
ing made as to the cause of his death, 
e short persona] sketch of the woman 
who is now the center of attraction will 
be interesting. 

Mme. Syveton ts a fair-haired, hand- 
gome woman of 40, with somewhat re- 
fined tastes and a love for comfortable 
surroundings. She is a Belgian, and was 
born at Antwerp. Her maiden name is 
Reusens, and her father carried on a 
wholesale oil] and varnish business in 
that city for many years. Mme. Reusens— 
Mme Syveton’s mother—still lives at 
Antwerp with her youngest daughter.

She 
returned from Brussels an accomplished 
and good looking girl of 17, and some 
months later attracted the attention of 
a gentleman named de Bruyn, an in- 
surance broker, at Antwerp, who had 
met her in various drawing rooms and 
in other public places. M. de Bruyn fell 
in love with Marie, and applied to her 
mother for the daughter’s hand. 

Marie did not appear to be altogether 
indifferent to M.-de Bruyn’s advances, 
and so with the consent of M. Reusens 
the marriage was agreed to. If there were 
any truth in the statement made by 
The Matin, of Paris, that M. Reusens, 
who was of Dutch extraction, had at one 
time been sentenced to a term of im- 
prisonment in Holland for a penal of- 
fense and had afterwards lived at Ant- 
werp under a false name, it is certain 
that such an honorable family as that 
of M. de Bruyn would have objected to 
become allied to M. Reusens. The Ant- 
werp chief of police and the king’s pro- 
cureur at Antwerp, however, state that 
these assertions about M. Reusens are 
utterly false. 

Marie Reusens married M. de sSruyn 
on October 24, 1882, and, as was very 
natural. that gentleman soon after his 
marriage insured himself for a largs 
sum in ‘favor of his young wife. Marie 
Reusens had brought as her marriage 
portion a sum of £2,000. 

On the return from the wedding trip. 
M. deBruyn fell ill, and remained in 
very fthdifferent healt for seven years, 
during which he was nursed with great 
affection and tenderness by his wife.

He lived on jhe 
best of terms with his Belgian witfc 
The professor was appointed to the 
Lycee at Kheims, but neither Syveton 
ror his wife seem to have mixed with 
the other professors and their families. 
Syveton, however, made a number of 
political acquaintances, and when in con- 
nection with the Dreyfus affair he made 
a speech at Rhelms which led to. his gus- 
pension, he was taken up by M. de Vil- 
leneuve, a wealthy nationalist deputy, 
who provided Syveton with the equiva- 
lent of his salary, and brought him ‘to 
Paris. Here on the foundation of the 
“Patrie Francaise’ League he became 
treasurer and managem He was also 
made secretary to Count Boni de Cas- 
tellane (a son in law of the late Jay 
Gould) at a salary of £400. 

Mme. Syveton thus had sufficient to 
keep her home together. The couple 
lived in modest style at Neullly with one 
servant and a charwoman. 

Throughout the whole of the terrible 
crdeal which she is undergoing. Mme. 
Syveton, who dresses elegantly in deen 
rourning, has behaved with remarkable 
coolness and assurance, and her atti- 
tude does not lack dignity. For three 
weeks past she has almost daily unde1- 
gone a trying and close questioning as a 
‘“juge d'instruction,’”’ and she has at the 
time had to submit to suspicions of a 
terrible nature, both from her late hus- 
band’s political friends, who will not 
have it that Syveton’s suicide was so 
natural as it appears under tne circum- 
stances—and from the public.

very remarkable coincidence. The ques- 
tion is, if Syveton was “done away 
with,’’ what is the motive for the 
crime? 

Many Parisians are opposed to the 
theory that M. Syveton committed sult- 
cide. They suggest that he was grugged 
and carried into a room in which a char- 
coal brazier was burning, and that two 
or three hours later he was found )ying 
dead.

| Government Furnished Funds.

suffice. This sum the government loaned 
‘the company on easy terms, no payment 
‘need be made for the first five years;

outlay did not interfere with an 8 per 
cent dividend. With this constant official 
nelp, the road has been practi ally com: 
pleted six weeks ahead of time, though 
the formal opening will not take place 
until January |.

Commerctally, the railroad wil do 
much for Korea, It will above all things 
facilitate the emigration which the Jap- 
anese are so anxious to eneourage. The 
old time seven day trip between Géou! 
and Tokio may be made in ffty-six 
hours. Already emigrants are flocking to 
the peninsula. 

All along vhe railroad the employees of 
the Tine have formed the neucleus of on 
ever-increasing Japanese colony.

tradesmen of all sorts are opening their 
little beoths. There are many schemes 
for the exploitation of the vast fracts 
of waste land. and tn Japan the well- 
organized “emigration societies” wi]!

“As Morris rightly says, no one in Geor- 
gia better knows these people and their 
methods than I. I anticipated that my tin- 
terview of December 25 would necessitate 
on their part concentration of forces, the 
presentation of a united front to a com- 
mon enemy, and, from thence on, entire 
concert of action on thelr part.

The Government Renews the 
Efforls in This Birection, 


Cigar Leaf Tobacco To Be Grown in 
Alabama and Texas on Larger 
Scale Than -for Many 
Years During the 
Past. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 1!4.—(Spe- 
@al.)\—The United States department of 
@griculture has begun, or rather renew- 
e4, ite efforts to encourage the growing 
of cigar leaf tobacco in Alabama and 
Texas, and is sending out literature con- 
taining valuable information on the cul- 
ture and curing of the plant, as well as 
eGvice on marketing the commercial 


product. This matter was first called | 


to the attention of the Dvreau of soils of 
the department some years ago by the 
success attained in Texas, where ex- 
periments had been made with a filler 
leaf from seed secured from Cuba. Some 


of this leaf appeared to be of fine quall- | 


ty and close inspection showed it to sur. 
pass any domestic leaf examined up to 
that time. Much of this Texas leaf was 
eent to the Paris exposition and made a 


part of the government exhibit there. | 


Subsequent investigations strengthened 
the belief in the prospect of the Texas 
crop, though poor facilitiey for market- 
ing had reduced the crop to less than !0C 
acres in i9Q!. It was also discovered 
that what is known as the Orangeburg 
sandy joam was the best soil for the to- 
bacco, and produced the finest aroma of 
any experimented with. This soll, a red- 
dish, or grayish, sandy loam, with a red 
clay subsoil, is found not only in Texas, 
but many of the gulf and south Atlantio 
states, and in peculiarly essential quan- 
tity in Perry county, Alabama, where 
there are 82,000 acres of it 
Meets with Approval. 

The Alabama product, grown entirely 
in Perry county, ia pronounced good and 
meets with much approval from the 
trade, though it has not yet shown as 
favorable properties as the Texas out- 
put, due no doubt to the fact that the 
Alabama cultivation has not been so well 
Geveloped as the other. The department 
of egriculture will, as a consequence, én- 
courage the farmers of Perry county anc 
others which show favorable conditions 
to plant limited amounts of this grop. 
4s ae preliminary movement farmers 
will be urged to put in a restricted acre- 
age under the advice and supervision of 
the experts of the bureau of soils. It is 
thought that to begin with 80 acres wil) 
be enough in Alabama, with much more 
another year if things work out well and 
there can be found a good market. The

Must Fix for It. 

In addition to having just the kind of 
soll needed each farmer who goes into 
the experiment will be expected to build 
suitable barns for curing the weed.

60 feet, which ought to cost about $400. 
For a crop of 10 acres the building 
should be 10CGx200 feet with a distance of 
20 feet between sill and plate, which 
Ought to cost about $600. Copies of the 
soil survey showing location of this 
Orangeburg sandy loam and clay will be 
supplied by the bureau of soils of the

History Society. 

The Alabama Historical Society is one 
of the aristocratic, deliberative and study 
bodies in the state, having had on its 
rolls many of the greatest men of the 
commonwealth since its organization on 
July 8, 1850, in the city of Tuscaloosa. 
It was chiefly promoted by Dr. Basil 
Manley, andj the first president was Hon. 
Alexander Bowie. Among the distin- 
guished men who helped to organize the 
body were Governor H. W. Collier, 
Bishop N, H. Cobbs, Colonel A. J. Pick- 
ett, Dr. L. C. LeGrand, General E. D. 
King, J. T. Wallace, Judge J. J. Ormond, 
Dr. Joshua H., 
Foster. From the date of the first an- 
nual meeting, in 1851, the sessions were 
held in Tuscaloosa, until 1900, the head- 
quarters were removed to Birmingham, 
where they remained to June 3, 1901, 
when they were permanently establish- 
ed at Montgomery, on aceount of the 
establishment of the state department 
of archives and history, to which the 
society turned over its collections and 
other possessions. Its purposes «are to 
stimulate interest in history and his- 
torical investigation, provide a body of 
students for regular meetimgs for histor- 
ical discussion, to aid in collection of 
historical objects and to raise funds for 
publication purposes. The soclety was 
incorporated by the state legislature in 
i852. Dr Thomas M. Owen, director 
of the department of archives and his- 
tory of the state, is secretary.

Mobile, Ala., January !14.~—The Amer- 


ican Panama company, through H. L. 
McConnell, of Mobile, and associate 
members, has asked the state depart- 
ment to intervene in their behalf on 
account of the Costa Rican government, 
having interfered with their planting, 
railroad building and other operations 
in the territory now belonging to Pan- 
ama, but at one time under the juris- 
diction of Costa Rica, and have asked 
for damages in the sum of $2,210,000. 
The trouble dates back to the summer 
or early fall of 1903, when the Costa 
Rican government slightly interfered with 
the surveying of the railroad route, but 
when the United States government in- 
structed its miniater to Costa Rica to 
use hig good offices to prevent any 
further interference, Costa Rica denied 
having interfered, and disclaimed the 
right of jurisdiction after the rendering 
of the Loubet award on September Il, 
1900. 
Tertttory Long in Dispute. 

Prior to that date the territory in 
question had for a number of years been 


‘in dispute between the republics of Co- 


‘lombia and Costa Rica, but .under the

Despite its antiquity and its historic 
associations with the Doges and the 
proudest days of Venetian history it as- 
sumed cathedral r&nk only a century 
ago at the bidding of #%e conqusror of 
Italy, Napoleon. He repaid himseif for 
the comgtiment he bestowed upon it by 
stealing the horses of Lysippus to adorn 
(his triumphal arch in Paris.

‘Joint resolution, ‘requesting the su- 
preme court of the United States to ad- 
vise congress as to whether the power to 
apportion representatives to the several 
states is a continuing power or is de- 
pendent solely upon the happening of a 
decenial census. 

“Resolved by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United Stat«s of 
America, in congress assembled, That 
the supreme court of United States of 
America is héreby requested to advise the 
congress whether or not, under the pow- 
ers granted to the congress by the con- 
stitution of the United States and the 
several amendments thereto, to apportion 
the representatives among the several 
states; the congress may exercise that 
power at any and all times or ts limited 
in the exercise of that power, after it 
has once been employed to the taking of 
another enumeration of the people of the 
United States as provided in the constitu- 
tion,’’ 


Congressman Underwood Talks. 
Mr. Underwood, discussing the purpose 

of his resolution, sald:

London, January 14.—The Russian gov- 
ernment’s note regarding Chinese neu- 
trality has not yet reached t..e British 
foreign office, where today it was ¢x- 
plained that the delay was doubtless 
due to the absence of Ambasador Ben- 
kendorff, such communications peing 
usually submitted by him in person. Gen- 
sequently, the foreign official declined to 
give any expression of Opinion concern- 
ing the matter. 

In diplomatic quarters the circular is 
regarded as a move to forestall com- 
plaints of Russian transgression of Chi- 
nese territory coming from Japan, but 
‘not as indicating any immediate or 8¢- 
rious action on Russia’s chart in the 
near future. The very fact that there 
has been no haste in presenting the cir- 
cular to Great Britain might indicate 
that this is tne correct view. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, 
who has not received offical notification 
of the circular, visited Foreign Secreta-

extent of his punishment would be ban- 
ishment from the country. He also must 
have known that the Austrian govern- 
ment and the United States would Inter- 
cede in his behalf.

His adiiien- 
listration was peaceful, he was reelected 
in 1872, and during his second ad- 
iministration a_ railroad betwéen Vera 
‘Cruz and the City of Mexico was com- 
,pleted and was opened January |, 1873. 

' Another revolution broke out in Janu- 
lary, 1876, and Lerdo de Treja fled the 
| country. President Diaz entered the City 
' of Mexico November 24, 1876, and be- 
came president, and was held in office 
with the exception of four yearg from 
‘that time. During his first administra- 
tion some smal! revolutions occurred, but 
‘the execution of nine revolutionists in 
June, 1879, brought peace to the entire 


country. 

At President Diaz's second election, in 
| 1884, he found an empty treasury and a 
‘country without credit. Mexico needed a 
man of President Diaz's action, ability 
and determination. He grasped the situ. 
ation and managed the government with 
such superb ability as ta place him 
‘among the foremost statesmen in the 


world.

Forest Wealth. 


The prosperity as well as the develop- 
‘ment of northern Florida and southern 
Alabama just now depend upon the for- 
est wealth. This section ts not to be de- 
veloped at this time for its agricultural 
possibities, as other portions of the 
south offer great opportunities for agri- 
culture. The railroads are going to offer 
first inducements for the development of 
the turpentine and timber industries, 
| and in doing this the agricultural re- 

sources, though now of secondary im- 
portance, will become of. the first, for 
|when the timber is removed from the 
lands they Will be found to contain tne 
'most fertile and productive soil south 
.of Kentucky. 

There are in Washington county, 
| Florida, about 625,000 acres of timbered 
_ land, an acre of which contains on an 
average about forty pines. It ts est{- 
mated that two boxes can be cut in every 
|pine and that 1,000 boxes will produce 
250 gallons of spirits of turpentine and 
about twenty-five barrels of rosin. At 
| present prices this produce is worth 
$175, and f@r the entire county the re- 
turns for the turpentine and rosin alone 
| Would exceed $150,000. 

Supposing that the twenty counties in 
southern Alabama and northern Florida 
|that are being developed by the naval 
| stores industry would each produce a like 
|'amount, the showing that the naval 
‘stores wealth, exclusive of the lumber 
resources, will derive a revenue of 
$3,000,000 is and should be an attraction 
to rallroad promoters and developers, 
as well as to the turpentine operators 
themselves. 

Rich in Timber. 

Careful estimates by conservative lum- 
ber men place the amount of lumber in 
the territory at 1,000,000,000 superficial 
feet, or 1,000,000 thousand feet, which 
at $10 the thousand feet, about the aver- 
age price that will eventually be paid 
'for it, would make the enormous total of 
$10,000,000 to be derived from the lug- 
ber industry. 

The turpentine and lumber alone will 
therefore aggregate a total of $13,000,- 
000, which, as I have said, is a low esti- 
mate, and if added to the weather pro- 
duced by the counties as reported by the 
United States agricultural department 
the two together would exceed $25,000,- 
000 annually in agricultural, lumber and 
turpentine products. 

It is not an exaggeration to assume 
with a road from Columbus and Birming- 
ham to St. Andrews amd at the latter
